A JOURNAL survey of ten coaches and players 
indicates the blame can also be distributed over 
these areas: improper habits of study and concen- 
tration, the necessity of graduating students short 


of graduation standard because they can't be .kept 
in high school forever, the long time gap between 
learning fundamentals in elementary school and 
their practice and application in college, "coddling 
of athletes'. the tendency to duck the subject th»y 
dislike and to stick with the subjects they like, and 
the diversion of girls, automobiles and television. 


Former high school players and prep coaches, ad- 
mittedly a self-prejudiced group, "pooh-poohed" the 
idea that athletes were "carried" scholastically or 
received special educational consideration.

Nebraska farmers in the 63 
commercial corn counties may 
plant only 5,692,096 acres of corn 
this year if they want price sup- 
port at 90 per cent of parity. 
The Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee said 
the 1954 acreage allotment is a 
21 per cent reduction from the 
7,149,000 acres planted in 1953. 
Charles Clark, of the ASC com- 
mittee, said the 1953 acreage was 
obtained from surveys of planting 
trends, in the commercial corn 
counties.

IP ,A FARMER exceeds his 
planted acreage he is not eligible 
for the price support and will 
have to take a chance on what he 
can get for the crop on the open 
market," Clark said. 
Farmers in the 30 counties not 
in the commercial corn area can 
get price support at^67 per cent, 
of parity regardless of how much 
of the crop they plant, he said? 
Clark said the ASC Will have 
county allotments figured by "at 
least Feb. 18th" and individual 
farm allotments by March, 15. 
THE REDUCTION in acreage 
will range from 18 to 30 per cent 
for

commercial counties, 
Clark said. He said he expected 
the same range on individual 
farms. 
Cuts to individual farmers will 
vary, based on the 10-year plant- 
ing trend. 
"Compliance will be necessary 
to get price support," Clark said, 
"but we don't know as yet 
whether a landlord who owns 
more than one farm must be in 
compliance on all farms in order 
to get the support."

WASHINGTON (/P) — Ge n. 
John Hu ll, allied commander in 
the Far East, denied Sou th Ko­ 
rean President Syngman 
Rhee 
has offered to send two divi­ 
sions to Indo-China bu t he de­ 
clined comment on a report that 
Rhee offered one division. 
Hu ll talk ed to newsmen at 
the White Hou se after reporting 
to President Eisenhower on the 
situ ation in Korea and the Far 
East generally.

Lincoln Lives and Grows

One of the 
mysteries 
surrounding the 


name of Abraham Lincoln is that he still 
lives and grows, .standing high and alone in 
the naiion's history as he sits high and alone 
in the imposing memorial in Washington. 
His legend increases rather than wanes, 
without ever taking on the quality of myth. 
He was far too much the man to become a 
myth, too human to keep a halo. The luster 
that increasingly surrounds his memory is 
not a product of antiquity but of the in- 
stinctive desire to learn more of the truth 
about this unsurpassed leader. 


As one book succeeds another, rooted in 


newly discovered 
information, in 
more 


acute analysis of facts long known, in the 
light today 
casts 
on 
yesterday, Lincoln 


emerges more clearly, so that 90 years after 
his death he is better understood and more 
widely and deeply honored than in his life- 
time. Strangely enough—or is this but an 
element in the power of truth?—the less 


hero worship and the more concern for 
literal facts motivate students of his life, the 
greater he emerges. Recent biographers lean

What emerges is a greater 
hero than before. 


The Lincoln legend 
was and is over- 


whelming. The real Lincoln, perhaps still 
to be definitely depicted, is equally so.

Would Limit Wiretapping 


Prospects that a wire tapping measure, 


probably that sponsored by Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell, would almost certainly be 
passed by Congress at this session could 
only bring uneasiness to citizens whose 
instincts it disturbs. Basically such a law 
would strain the historic concepts of in- 
dividual rights which the founding fathers 
tried to safeguard. There 
is no getting 


around the fact that \viretapping is an in- 
vasion of privacy, and as such should bo 
one of the last measures to be invoked 
rather than an early one. Cold war and un- 
easy peace have combined to create for it 
a measure of tolerance where none had ex- 
isted before, but it is still a strange sort 
of thing to win approval in the American 
government. 


Rep. Keating, who wrote the first bill, 


acknowledged by so doing that he believed 
some such measure essential to the national 
safety. He also undertook to attach two 
safeguards: Officers resorting to the pro- 
cedure would have to have the express ap- 
proval of the attorney general first, and 
then authorization by a federal court. Judges 
would 
be 
in 
position 
to 
grant 
such 


authorization if convinced that it would 
head off contemplated crime and also give 
the authorities assistance in running down 
the criminals. 


This is not the measure now receiving 


consideration. Attorney General Brownell's 


measure would skip the court procedure and 
put authorization strictly up to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Ample safeguards against 
abuses are essential to any new legislation 
on such a delicate and critical matter as 
the right of citizens to fi-el protected in 
their conversations 
against 
tapped wires 


and hidden microphones. These devices may 
well be necessary in such critical times as 
today. It is urgent that they not be allowed 
to assume such a universal role as in the 
autocratic regimes. 
In Texas, That Is 


A Daniel come to judgment was the Aus- 


tin, Tex., judge who denied a petition that 
would have allowed Negroes and whites to 
compete at boxing. Said he: "Participation 
in boxing contests is a 
privilege, not a 


right." (Some might like to hear his medita- 
tions on rassling.) This ruling was the only 
no-gain in Time's weekly report 
on the 


struggle to breach the "magnolia curtain" 
of 
discrimination. Three 
break-throughs 


were scoied: The mayor of Louisville or- 
dered department heads to start hiring the 
best men for city jobs, regardless. In Knox- 
ville, concessionaires at the municipal air- 
port cafe were ordered to end segregation. 
In Birmingham an ordinance was amended 
to allow Negroes and whites to play base- 
ball and football together, but not to shoot 
craps. Well, after all—. 


On Teaching Americanism 


The proposed yearly award to the Uni- 


versity of Nebraska faculty member who 
is "best teaching Americanism and patriot- 
ism" will, if adopted, embody a challenge 
to the regents as well as to those they seek 
, to 
honor: 
How 
can 
Americanism 
and 


.' patriotism be taught? 


Obviously these vital matters cannot be 


incorporated into separate courses, as are 
comparatively simple subjects like cnlculus, 
ancient history, advanced Greek or nuclear 
physics. They must be imparted in what- 
ever subject a faculty member is tcach- 
ing,- ^flrst of all. Perhaps they can be em- 
. bodied in the outside writing and lectur- 
. ing so many teachers now find themselves 
involved in. It is hard for the layman to 
see how Americanism can enter into mathe- 
matics, for instance, or classical languages 
—although both arc a part of its base. 


The born teacher- will of course find a 


way. Others must needs me great care to 
see that they 
don't neutralize 
thc-ir own 


teaching by a wrong approach. Jingoism 
has nothing to do with patriotism—is in- 
deed something of a menace to it. Rather 


1han rely on 
the 
battered 
concept that 


"America is the greatest nation in the world 
because—" it were better to "teach" Amer- 
icanism entirely by indirection. Even so, 
the truth is more precious in today's tangled 
•world than it has ever been. To have any 
significance, such an award as is proposed 
must go to a man who in his outlook and 
attitude best exemplifies what it is that 
Americans can be most proud of—as the 
best teachers have always done.

Senate Probe Reveals Record 


Now Messrs. Casey and his associates 
have merely been indicted and they nre pre- 
sumed innocent under the law until proved 
guilty, but the significant fart is that an 
official Senate inquiry into their transac- 
tions has revealed a lengthy record. As a 
consequence of the ut-o of the power of 
subpeona by Congress, the Department of 
Justice has a clearer and more compre- 
hensive view of the whole series of trans- 
actions than might have been developed at 
the actual trial Itself which is, of course, 
governed by rules of evidence that are far 
more restrictive than the scope of testi- 
mony taken by congressional committees. 


The main point to note, however, is that 


the "methods'1 used by the Senate sub- 
committee in 1R52 are not essentially dif- 
ferent from those being pursued by the same 
commit toe todnv under the chairmanship 
of Sen. McCarthy except for the occasional 
oiitbuisls that occur when witnesses refuse 
to testify. Outbursts by committee members, 
arc as privileged as speeches on the floor 
ol the Senate itself and there is no rule 
that can be adopted by whim any senator 
oi representative can be restrained from 
speaking his mind about any witness at a 
hearing. The fart remains that, due to the 
inteirogation and persistent investigation by 
the subcommittee of the Senate Committee 
on Government Operations, it was possible 
loi that committee to say in its report:

Teacher Training Faulty 


COLUMBUS—May I reaffirm 
various statements which The 
Journal editor has made recently 
in regard to public education. 
Many persons recognize that all is 
not well with today's schools, but 
too few are aware of the under- 
lying cause. 


It is my sincere opinion that the 
basic 
fault 
of 
contemporary 
public education lies with teacher- 
training 
institutions. The real 


"enemies of public schools," if 
such there be, are the faculty 
personnel. Teachers c o l l e g e s 
formulate the policies practiced 
by public schools throughout the 
stale. 


Almost without exception, Edu- 


cation courses are a mishmash ot 
verbiage without substance or 
import. The entire series of Ed- 
ucation courses required for the 
bachelor's degree could be taught 
in a single semester course with- 
out sacrificing any significant ma- 
terial. 


Although Teachers College stu- 
dents take some of the same 
academic subjects as do students 
of Arts and Sciences or Engi- 
neering, they also take 20 semes- 
ter credit hours of "snap" Edu- 
cation courses. Within a teachers 
college, the magic word,, "guid- 
ance" is presented with a reli- 
gious fervor. 
Guidance is the 
keynote and essence of the new 
education. 
If the consequences 
weren't so dire, this hollow cru- 
sade would be ludicrous indeed. 
Equally asinine is the legally 
substantiated view that Teachers 
College graduates are more capa- 
bl • of teaching high school sub- 
jects than are graduates of the 
schools of Arts and Sciences, En- 
gineering, Journalism, Pharmacy, 
etc 
It is possible, and more- 
over frequently done, to graduate 
from Teachers College by taking* 
only a minimum of academic 
work. A few years ago, a young 
man was extremely valuable to 
the University of his prowess in 
an extra curricula!- activity. In- 
tellectually speaking, he was lit- 
erate only in the broadest sense 
of the word. Obviously, the only 
place for him in the University 
was in Teachers College. He ma- 
jored in Industrial Arts (i.e. man- 
ual 
training) 
and minored in 


Physical 
Education 
which 
in- 


cludes such courses as Theory of 
Football, Theory of Basketball 
and Playground Supervision. To- 
day in addition to coaching, he 
has a full schedule of "teaching" 
academic subjects to high school 
students in a Nebraska commu- 
nity. 
One panacea for the present 
plight of education might be the 
incorporation of Teachers Col- 
lege as a department of 
the 
School of Arts and Sciences. The 
value of the required languages 
and sciences in Arts and Sciences 
to a teacher is perhaps ques- 
tionable, but t h e s e required 
courses would serve as a screen- 
ing device to insure that the re- 
sult would be a more scholarly 
teacher. Then too, the emphasis 
would be placed on subject mat- 
ter, not methods. 
It was my pleasure, while a stu- 


dent in Teachers College, to have 
courses under some erudite and 
admirable men. However, with 
but one exception, these instruc- 
tors were hamstrung 
in their 


teaching because their fields in 
Education provided them nothing

CHICAGO—When a University of Illinois 
professor recently spoke out against trends 
in public education, an organized effort was 
made to suppress his book. 
The publisher, the University of Illinois 
Press,' was bombarded with letters from 
school administrators, professors of educa- 
tion and state school officials. 
They charged that the book was errone- 
ous. They said that, if published, it would 
bring discredit upon the University and 
Illinois. 
Among the protesting voices was that of 
Vernon L. Nickell, state superintendent of 
public instruction. He wrote the University's 
Press to urge that "corrections" be made in 
the author's manuscript. 
The book, "Educational Wastelands," is a 


sharp criticism of our public schools written 
by Historian Altred E. tiestor. 
A committee 
of faculty 
members was 
asked by University President Lloyd Morey 
to sift the charges against Bestor's book. 
This committee was headed by Dr. Oswald 
Tippe, dean of the graduate school. 
it held that the accusations against the 
book were not true. "Wastelands" was duly 
published and is now awaiting a second 
printing.

Educationists Hostile 


Thus the incident was closed, but it served 
to dramatize the deep hostility with which 
many educationists have greeted the grow- 
ing controversy over our schools. 
They feel, perhaps correctly, that many 
critics of the public schols are critical be- 
cause of the high cost of education today. 
"These critics." one educationist told the 


Chicago Daily News, "talk about going back 
to the three K's. They aren't really con- 
cerned about the three R's, but they know 
the schools could be run on less money 
that way." 


"Life 
Adjustment," 
"Vocational 
Guid- 
ance" and "Activity Learning" are new de- 
velopments in education that, regardless of 
their merit, are expensive. 
They require more and better trained 
teachers, larger classrooms, and more elab- 
orate training aids.

Effectiveness 
Questioned- 


But it is not the expense of these inno- 
vations that is the target of Bestor and some 
of his academic colleagues. It is their ef- 
fectiveness as a means for teaching the in- 
tellectual disciplines upon which learning 
is based. 
Bestor's charge that the public schools are 
turning out an inferior product finds the 
schools poorly prepared to fight back. 
This Chicago Daily News reporter visited 
six Chicago area schools that have a repu- 
tation for using advanced techniques. 


Superintendents and principals assured 
the reporter that Bestor was wrons. They 


said their graduates could Jnin flats ar»uad 
tbe graduates of traditional schools. 
But not one could produce a study based 
upon scientific research methods to substan- 
tiate this contention. 
None of these educationists could show 
the reporter even a standard achievement 
test that demonstrated that their pupils 
out-learn pupils in traditional schools. 
"The schools have not been spending 
money to conduct studies of this type," Dr. 
Lloyd S. Michael, superintendent of subur- 
ban Evanston (111.) township high school 
explained. 
Attempt to Hush Critics 


In the absence of scientific evidence show- 
ing that today's schools are doing a good 
job, educationists have attempted to hush 
up the critics who claim that they are not. 
An example of this was the attempt to 
suppress "Educational 
Wastelands." An- 
other example was cited by Bestor in that 
book. 
This is the national by-law of the Parent- 
Teachers Association that specifically di- 
rects locals "not to seek to direct the ad- 
ministrative activities of the schools or to 
control their policies." 
^ These policy matters, the inference is, are 
strictly the concern of the professional edu- 
cationists. 
These school administrators, professors of 
education and state school officials have es- 
tablished an "interlocking directorate" that 
perpetuates their control of the schools, 
Bestor charges. 
"By rigging curriculum requirements and 
teacher qualifications, 
they 
have shoved 
aside teachers and scholars who are quali- 
fied by virtue of academic learning to de- 
fine the goals of education," he said.

Teacher Requirements 


A key figure in this operation frequently 
has been the state superintendent of public 
instruction. His office lays down require- 
ments for teacher qualifications. 
By requiring prospective teachers to en- 
roll in numerous courses in education, the 
state superintendent can assure professors of 
education a steady flow of students. 
And the professors, Bestor says, can be 


counted on to indoctrinate these students 
\vith a proper "educationist" point of view. 
This tight directorship has produced a 
teacher training curriculum so stultifying, 
Bestor charges, that able students are no 
longer choosing teaching as a life work. 
He presents some statistics to support his 
point of view. 


Of 97,800 college freshmen who recently 
took the draft deferment tests, 53 per cent 
made a passing grade. Sixty-eight per cent 
of the engineering students passed. Sixty- 
four per cent of the physical science stu- 
dents passed. 


But of all education students who took 
the exams, only 27 per cent oassed. It wa"s 
the poorest showing of any category.

Allen, (R-I11), chairman of the powerful 
Rules Committee, came to Taber with an 
urgent plea that a long list ot local "park" 
projects be included in the budget to help 
Republicans get re-electecl. 


Taber and Allen are old friends. The New 
Yorker has been a House member 31 years, 
and Allen 21 years. Both are lifelong Re- 
publicans. But these personal factors made 
no difference to Taber. 


A dedicated economizer and budget-bal- 
ancer, the veteran legislator 
refused

He was far too much the man to V>ecome a 
my th, too human to keep a halo. The luster 
that increasingly surrounds his memory is 
not a product of antiquity but of the in­ 
stinctive desire to learn more of the truth 
about this unsurpassed leader. 
As one book succeeds another, rooted in 
newly 
discovered 
information, 
in 
more 
acute analy sis of facts long known, in the 
light today 
casts 
on 
y esterday , Lincoln 
emerges more clearly , so that 90 y ears after 
his death he is better understood and more 
widely and deeply honored than in his life­ 
time. Strangely enough—or is this but an 
clement in the power of truth? —the less 


hero worship and the more concern for 
literal facts motivate students of his life, the 
greater ho emerges. Recent biographers lean 
over backward in their zeal to show the 
whole picture—of 
the 
slowly 
develpping 
backwoods boy a.s well as the ardent student 
and Bible reader; of the pnlitieian who was 
al.so a statesman of the first order; of the 
reserve concealed behind a pervasive hu­ 
mane quality . What emerges i.s a greater 
hero than before. 
The Lincoln legend 
was 
and 
is over­ 
whelming. The real Lincoln, perhaps still 
to be definitely depicted, is equally so.

Prospects that a wire tapping measure, 
probably that sponsored by Attorney C.en- 
eral Brownell, would almost eertainly be 


passed by Congress at this se.ssion could 
only bring uneasines.s to 
citizens

instincts it disturbs. Basically such a law 
would strain the hirtoric concfpt.s of in­ 
dividual rights which the founding fathers 
tried to .safeguard. 
There 
is 
no getting 
around the fact that wiretapping i.s an in­ 
vasion of privacy , and as such .should be 
one of the 
last measures to 
be invoked 
rather than an early one. Cold war and un­ 
easy peace have combined to create for it 
a mea.sure of tolerance where none had ex- 
i.sted before, but it is still a strange .sort 
of thing to win approval in the American 
government. 
Rep. Keating, who wrote the fir.st bill, 
acknowledged by so doing that he believed 
some such measure essential to the national 
safety . He 
also undertook to 
attach two 
safeguards: Officer.s resorting to the pro­ 
cedure would have to have the express ap­ 
proval of the attorney general first, and 
then authorization by a federal court. J udges 
would 
be 
in position 
to grant 
such 
authorization if convinced that it would 
head off contemplated crime and also give 
the authorities assistance in running down 
the criminals. 
This i.s not the measure now receiving 
consideration. Attorney General Brownell's 


measure would skip the court procedure and 
put authorization strictly up to the Depart­ 
ment of Ju.stice. Ample safeguards against 
abu.ses are essential to any new legislation 
on sueh a delirate and erifical malter as 
the right of eiti/.en;' to fefl proteetcfi in 
their eonversalion.s 
against

and hidden rnierophones. Th(‘«;e rleviees may 
well be necessary in .sueh criliral times as 
today . It i.s urgent that they not be' allowed 
to assume such a universal role as in the 
autficratic regimes.

The proposed y early award to the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska faculty member who 
is “ best teaching Americanism and patriot­ 
ism ” will, if adopted, embody a challenge 
to the regents as well as to those they seek 
to 
honor; 
How 
can 
Americanism 
aqd 
patriotism be taught? 
Obviously the.se vital matters cannot be 
incorporated into separate cour.ses, as are 
comparatively simple subjects like e.ilculus, 
ancient history , advanced Greek or nuclear 
phy sics. They must V>e imparted in what­ 
ever subject a faculty member is teach­ 
ing, first of all. Perhaps they can be em ­ 
bodied in the outside writing and lectur­ 
ing so many teachers now find themselves 
involved in. It is hard for the lay man to 
see how Americanism can enter into mathe­ 
matics, for instance, or classical languages 
— although both are a part of its base. 
The born teacher will of cour.se find a 
way . Others must nced.s use great care to 
see that they 
don’t 
neutralize 
tlu'ir own 
teaching by a wrong approach. .Iingoism 
has nothing to do with patriotism—is in­ 
deed something of a menace to it. Rather 


than rely on 
the 
battered 
eoneejil that 
“ America is the greatest nation in the world 
becau.se—” it wen» belter to “ teach” Amer­ 
icanism entirely by indirection. Even so, 
the truth is more' pri'cious in today ’s tangled 
world than it has ever been. To have any 
.signifieanee, sueh an award as is [iroposed 
must go to a man who in his outlook and 
attitude best exemplifies what it is that 
Americans ran be most proud of—as the 
best teachers have alway s done.

1952: 
The subcommittee is of the opinion that 
there appears to be sufficient evidence of 
\iolations of the civil provisions of the 
merchant ship sales act in these tanker 
transactions to w'arrant prompt action by 
the Department of J ustice. In addition, the 
concealment and misrepresentation of per­ 
tinent facts by various officers and repre­ 
sentatives of the firms involved in this in­ 
quiry in their dealings with the mari­

commission 
l e ad s 
t h e 
subcom­ 
mittee to believe that vanou;-. criminal stat­ 
utes may have been violated by these indi- 
\iduals. In view of the long ‘delay which 
has already occurred in making final deter­ 
minations in the.se cases, it is the recom- 
m.endation of the subcommittee that the De­ 
partment of J ustice take prompt and vigor­ 
ous action to bring these cases to a logical 
conclusion.

Now Messrs. Casey and his as.sociates 
have merely been indicted and they are pre­ 
sumed innocent under the law until pro\ed 
guilty , but the significant fact is that an 
official Senate inquiry into their transac­ 
tions has revealed a lengthy record. As a 
consequence of the use of the power of 
subpeona by Congress, the Department of 
J ustice has a clearer and more comjire- 
hensiv€ v’lew of the whole .series of trans­ 
actions than might have been developed at 
the actual trial Itself which is, of course, 
governed by rules of evidence that are far 
more restrictive than the scope of testi­ 
mony taken by congressional committees. 
The main point to note, however, is that

the “ methods” used hy the Senate sub- 
comimttee in 1952 ar<‘ not es.sentiaily dif­ 
ferent from those being pursued by the same 
eommittoe today undt'r the chairmanship 
of Sen. McCarthy exei*pt for the occasional 
outbursts that occur when witnesses refu.se 
to testify . Outbursts by committee members, 
are as privileged as speeches on the floor 
of the Senate itself and there is no rule 
that can be adopted by whien any senator 
or reiiresentative can be restrained from 
speaking his mind about any w'itness at a 
hearing. 'I'he fact remains that, due to the 
iiiterrogation and persistent investigation by 
the sulx'ommittei' of the Senatt' C’ommitti’e 
on Government Operations, it was possible 
foi‘ that committe» * to say in its report:

Democrat, has just 
felt obliged to issue a statement of expla­ 
nation justify ing his vote for a $214.000 
appropriation for the McCarthy committee. 
The New York senator say s: 
“ I believe in that power (congressional 
power to investigate) 
and its legitimate 
exercise. I do not believe the proper cure 
for the disease, in this case or any other 
ease, is the paraly sis of all the functions of 
the committee by cutting off appropria­ 
tions. 
Mr. Lehman said he would continue to 
pres.s for a reform in the rules of investi­ 
gating committees. One winders' whether 
easing up on those “ methods” of congress­ 
ional committees which 
the 
Communists 
and Fellow' Travelers, among others, criti­ 
cize so much, isn’t going to require an 
easing up also on a host of other persons 
whose malpractices are regularly uncov­ 
ered by congressional committees investi­ 
gating transactions 
betw'een 
businessmen 
and the government.

Teacher Train in g Fau lty 
COLUMBUS—May I reaffirm 
various 
statements 
which 
The 
J ournal editor has made recently 
in regard to 
public 
education. 
Many persons recognize that all is 
not well with today ’s schools, but 
too few are aware of the under­ 
ly ing caiLse. 
It is my sincere opinion that the 
basic 
fault 
of 
contemporary 
public education lies with teacher- 
training 
institutions. 
The 
real 
“ enemies of public schools,” if 
such there be, are the faculty 
personnel. Teachers 
c o l l e g e s 
formulate the policies practiced 
by public schools throughout the 
state. 
Almost without exception. Edu­ 
cation courses are a mishmash of 
verbiage w'ithoiit 
substance or 
import. The entire series of Ed­ 
ucation courses required for the 
bachelor’s degree could be taught 
in a single semester course with­ 
out sacrificing any significant ma­ 
terial. 
Although Teachers College stu­ 
dents take some of 
the 
same 
academic subjects as do students 
of Arts and Sciences or Engi­ 
neering, they also take 20 semes­ 
ter credit hours of “ snap” Edu­ 
cation cour.ses. Within a teachers 
college, the magic word,, “ guid­ 
ance” is presented w'ith a reli­ 
gious fervor. 
Guidance is the 
key note and essence of the new 
education. 
If the consequences 
weren’t so dire, this hollow cru­ 
sade would be ludicrous indeed. 
Equally asinine is the legally 
substantiated view that Teachers 
College graduates are more capa- 
bl 
of teaching high sch(X)l sub­ 
jects than are graduates of the 
schools of Arts and Sciences, En­ 
gineering, J ournalism, Pharmacy , 
etc 
It is possible, and more­ 
over frequently done, to graduate 
from Teachers College by taking 
only a 
minimum of academic 
work. A few y ears ago. a y oung 
man was extremely valuable to 
the University of his prow'css in 
an extra curricular activity .

CHICAGO— When a University of Illinois 
professor recently spoke out against trends 
in public education, an organized effort was 
made to suppress his book. 
The publi.sher, the University of Illinois 
Pres.s, was bombarded with letters from 
school administrators, professors of educa­ 
tion and state school officials. 
They charged that the book was errone­ 
ous. They said that, if published, it would 
bring discredit upon the University and 
Illinois. 
Among the protesting voices was that of 
Vernon L. Nickell, state superintendent of 
public instruction. He wrote the University ’s 
Press to urge that “ corrections” be made in 
the author’s manuscript. 
The book, “ Eklucational Wastelands,” is a 
sharp criticism of our public schools written 
by Historian Ailrecl h . Hestor.

asked by University President Lloy d Morey 
to sift the charges against Bestor’s book. 
This committee was headed by Dr. Oswald 
Tippe, dean of the graduate school. 
It held that the accusations against the 
book were not true. “ Wastelands” was duly 
published and is now awaiting a second 
printing.

Thus the incident was closed, but it served 
to dramatize the deep hostility with w'hich 
many educationists have greeted the grow­ 
ing controversy over our schools. 
They feel, perhaps c’orrectly , that many 
rritics of the public schols are critical be- 
cau.se of the high cost of education today . 
“ These critics.” one educationist told the 
Chicago Daily News, “ talk about going back 
to the three R’s. They aren’t really con­ 
cerned about the three R’s, but they know 
the schools could be run on less money 
that way .”

Adjustment,” 
“ Vocational 
Guid­ 
ance” and “ Activity Learning” are new de­ 
velopments in education that, regardless of 
their merit, are expensive. 
They require more and better trained 
teachers, larger classrooms, and more elab­ 
orate training aids.*

Effectiven ess Qu estio n ed 
But it is not the expense of these inno­ 
vations that is the target of Bestor and some 
of his academic colleagues. It is their ef­ 
fectiveness as a means for teaching the in­ 
tellectual disciplines upon w’hich learning 
IS based. 
Bestor’s charge that the public schools are 
turning out an inferior product finds the 
schools poorly prepared to fight back. 
This Chicago Daily News reporter visited 
six Chicago area schools that have a repu­ 
tation for using advanced techniques. 
Superintendents and principals assured 
the reporter that Bestor was wrong. They 


said their graduates could run rings around 
tbe graduates of traditional schools. 
But not one could produce a study based 
upon scientific research methods to substan­ 
tiate this contention. 
None of these educationists could show 
the reporter even a standard achievement 
test that demonstrated that their pupils 
out-learn pupils in traditional schools.

In the absence of scientific evidence show­ 
ing that today ’s schools are doing a good 
job, educationists have attempted to hush 
up the critics who claim that they are not.

This is the national by -law of the Parent- 
Teachers Association that specifically di­ 
rects locals “ not to seek to direct the ad­ 
ministrative activities of the schools or to 
control their policies.” 
These policy matters, the inference is, are 
strictly the concern of the professional edu­ 
cationists. 
These school administrators, professors of 
education and state school officials have es­ 
tablished an “ interlocking directorate” that 
perpetuates their control of the school.s, 
Bestor charges. 
“ By rigging curriculum requirements and 
teacher qualification.s, 
they 
have shoved 
aside teachers and scholars who are quali­ 
fied by virtue of academic learning to de­ 
fine the goals of education,” iic said.

A key figure in this operation frequently 
has been the state superintendent of public 
instruction. 
His office lay s down require­ 
ments for teacher qualifications. 
By requiring prospective teachers to en­ 
roll in numerous courses in education, the 
state superintendent can assure professors of 
education a steady flow of students. 
And the professors. Bestor say s, can be 
counted on to indoctrinate these students 
with a proper “ educationist” point of view. 
This tight directorship has produced a 
teacher training curriculum so stultify ing. 
Bestor charges, that able students are no 
longer choosing teaching as a life work. 
He presents some statistics to support his 
point of view. 
Of 97,800 college freshmen w'ho recently 
took the draft deferment tests, 53 per cent 
made a pa.ssing grade. Sixty -eig ht per cent 
of the engineering students passed. Sixty - 
four per cent of the phy sical science stu­ 
dents passed. 
But of all education students w'ho took 
the exams, only 27 per cent oassed. It w'as 
the poorest showing of any category .

Benson blasted critics who say 
his program is right but it is 
poor politics.

Young, who controls the rail- 
road's largest individual stock 
holding, denounced the present 
board of directors after learning 
that it rejected his request to be 
named head of the Central. 
In a statement from his Palm 
Beach, Fla., home. Young called 
the 
directors a "Morgan, non- 
ownership board." He indicated 
he would appeal to the railroad's 
44,461 stockholders to give him 
control of the Central. 
The railroad's annual meeting, 
at which all shares can be voted 
in an election for a new board of 
directors, is scheduled for May 
26 in Albany, N.Y. 
Young had requested that both 
he and his associate, Allan P. 
Kirby, be named to the board. 
After a five-hour secret meet- 
ing at the University Club in 
midtown Manhattan, the direc- 
tors announced: 
"The board unanimously de-

He has advanced plans 
to win back business to the rail- 
roads by heavy advertising and 
promotion and new and better 
equipment. 


For years he has sought a 


voice in running the New York 
Central. 
In 1947 he was 
in- 


vited to become a director, but 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission barred him because he 
then was chairman of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad. The ICC 
forbids Interlocking directorates 
for the two railroads on grounds 
thnt they would cut competition. 
Young made himself available 


for election to the Central board 
by resigning his post with the 
C&O last Jan. 19. 
The largest single holding of 


New York Central slock is that 
of the C&O whifh owns 800.000 
shares, acouired while Young 
was head of the C&O. This rep- 
resents about 12V2 per cent of 
Central stock, but the C&O has 
not been allowed to vote it. Un- 
der an ICC order the shares are 
held by the Chase National Bank 
as an independent voting trustee. 


Reliable sources figure hold- 
ings of Young and his associates 
amount to about 300,000 shares, 
or about 5 per cent of the total 
shares.

CHIEF OF Police Joe Carroll, 
in answer to Ash's proposal said 
that the top officers are on the 
ground in all personal injury 
traffic cases, also that they re- 
spond to calls, but that there is 
much work in the office to re- 
quiie their attention. He added 
that tiatfic is supervised and 
that frequent 
instructions are 
given.

F W. Moeller, purchasing agent, 
gave an accounting of what is 
being done.

Approva l of the new gra nts-in-a id schola rship i)rogra m for a th­ 
letes by the Bv>a rd of Regents ma y not solve the University of 
Nebra ska ’s footba ll problems but it certa inly is a step in the right 
direction. 
To Acting Cha ncellor J ohn K. Selleck must go the credit for 
seeking to improve the Husker a thletic situa tion. 
Under the new 
schola rships pla n Coa ch Bill Gla .'^sford will ha ve 19 more gra nts to 
give prospective NU gndders. 
As a ma tter of fa ct it is the future of Nebra ska footba ll tha t 
is of most concern. Th« gra nts-ln-a id progra m in so designed to 
help bring in a thletes for future Nebra ska tea ms a nd the rea l pa y ­ 
off will come when full a dva nta ge of the 74 schola rships ca n be put 
into effect. 
This is a long ra nge progra m of a id to boy s who a re schola s­ 
tica lly qua lified a nd need help to go through school. 
With the competition for a thletes such a s it is there ca n be 
no doubt but wha t the new gra nts-in-a id dea l 
will be a fa ctor 
in Nebra ska ’s future succe.ss on the gridiron. 
In m y own opinion a nother importa nt fa ctor tha t will help 
the current Husker footba ll situa tion i.s a better rela tionship be­ 
tween the coa ching sta ff m genera l a nd Coa ch Gla ssford in pa r­ 
ticula r, with the boy s who a re out for footba ll. 
There a ppea rs to be some doubt tha t most of the petition sign­ 
ers will go out for spring footba ll. 
It will be interesting to note the rea ctions of this group a fter 
the drills a re completed. 
Will the boy s be in the fra me of mind to give 100 per cent 
to their school a nd to their coa ch? 
It will ta ke tha t kind of effort to produce a cha mpionship 
tea m.

These ma t'ers a re a ll covered by tiie Big Seven conference 
rules a nd regua ltion.s. 
In footba ll the gua ra ntee to vi.siting confernce tea ms is $4,000 
less one-ha lf the cost of officia ls or the option of 50 per cent of the 
gross receipts, less ta x a nd one-ha lf the cost of officia Ls. 
Conference footba ll tea ms a re limited to 10 ga mes but ma y 
compete in the Ora nge Bowl ga me wnth the Atla ntic conference 
representa tive. 
The tra veling squa d is limited to 36 pla y ers. 
Oflicia ls a re pa id $100 ea ch plie 10 cents per mile one wa y . 
The ba sketba ll gua ra ntee to a visiting Big Seven school is 
$600 with the other conditions being the sa me a s In footba ll. 
Ka ch 
school is limited to 21 ga mes except for NCAA cha mpionship pla y . 
Tra veling squa ds a re limited to 12 pla y ers a nd court officia ls re­ 
ceive $50 per ga me plus the 16 cents per mile one-wa y a llowa nce. 
In ba .scba ll the gua ra ntee is $100 with a 15-pla y er limit except 
on trips of more tha n four ga mes when 16 pla y er.s a re permitted 
on the tra veling squa d. 
Twenty -two ga mes a re permitted a nd the 
pa y to officia ls is a ma tter solely up to the host school. 
’Tra veling squa ds in other sports a re .subject to the following 
pla y er limita tions: Indoor tra ck, 22; outdoor tra ck, 30; conference 
meet, 28; swimming, 15; wrestling, 9; cross country , 5; tennis, 3 
a nd golf, 4.
